DETAILED ACTION 
ABSTRACT

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite in that it fails to point out what is included or excluded by the claim language. 
Claims 1-3 are an omnibus type claims. 

Claims 1 and 2 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite. Regarding claim 1 , claim 1 should be only one sentence. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made In this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Secor 
(US 640,710). 

As to Claims 1 and 2, Secor discloses the incorporation of two rigid rockers (E,F) 
in a face to face, dual piston engine; wherein said rigid rockers are hinged at points (f,f) 
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to the piston rods (d,e) which connect to the pistons (C,D) of the dual piston engine; 
wherein points (b'.a') of the said rigid rockers are hinged to two sets of push/pull rods 
(K.l) which are connected to a main crank at points (g",g'); wherein said pistons move 
from top dead center to bottom dead center; thus, reciprocating action is converted to 
rotating action at a output crankshaft (G) 

As to Claim 3, Secor discloses rigid rockers (E,F) of any configuration or design 
which would facilitate the connection of the pistons to the output crankshaft (G). ^
